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The Spritunl Power and tho Nations of Europe,
Fronexcn, March 123 —Leal concern s felt
on account of the pressnre, or restralng, which
the Catholic powers are more and more in-
clined to exercise at Rome. To be sure, there
18 no interference, nd there ghould be none, with
the Iberty of action of the councll, but the re-
peated warnings are the rod and threateéning
tinger which Rome has to keep constantly before
its cye. The prelates carsy a stiff upper lip, and
tnlk of having the power to make mischief if
they are not allowed to have their own way; but
they recognize with dread the formidable oppo-
sitton with which they have to deal. Italy and
Spain are in open antagonism, and Anstria,
as well as Frouee, 18 disposed to put
the screws on, if any decrees of the council are
in conflict with the rights of the State or the
nationnl legislation. The present position ef
Austrin i2 most interesting. We know that the
action of eome of the German bishops has been,
und the civil anthority is disposed to go con-
siderable lengths, to put a check on Rome. A
statement has come to one lately of what Aus-
tris will be likely to do under the circumstances,
and it is in this sense. The Austrinu-Hungarian
monarchy will respect the rights of the Chureh,
while it sees toitthatits own laws are respected.
An informal understanding among the Catholle
owers permits the council to exercise full
flhcrt n discussing and gettling the questions
of 1{0;{111:; and  discipline; and this while
the coyvereigns do not avall themselves of the
ancient prérogative of having their speclal
agents take part in the deliberations of the as-
eembly. Buch abstention of the civll power is n
recognition of the spirit of the time which tends
to s geparation of the seeular from the sacerdotal
power; if the act ig not, indeed, an adoption of
the principle of such separation, By the absence
of Its agents, and in no manner responsible for
the conclusionsof the council, the civil authority
unquestionably reserves Lo itsell the right 1o re-
view the decisions nnd to deny or aceept theimnas
they are In accord or in conflict with the consti-
tutional privileges of the sovereign, the rights of
the State and the publie good. Austrin, in com-
mon with other advanced or advancing Catholic
States, has taken a stand agaiust the spiritual
asurpation which bas been permitted for so
many centuries to Fr on, almost without re-
straint. The concordat of 18556, mnch less libe-
ral for Aunstria than that of France of more an-
cient date, glves the blshops free communica-
tion with Rome, with full power to publish its
buolls and decrees. The new legislation iu Aus-
tria, of a liberal character, has changed the sys-
tem of pnblic instruction, and modified the mar-
ringe Inw in such a way as to take tbe control of
both fromn the hands of the clergy and give it to
the civil authority, to which it properiy bLelongs.
This has caosed much agitation among the pre-
lates, who, taking thelr order from Rome, have
advised disregard of the law. The State is now
obliged to be more than ever on ita guard, sloce
in the council canons have been proposed
which, if adopted, are calculated to creats in-
subordination and menace the publie peace.
Certalnly In our dany the civil authority of no
Btate which respects itself or wishes to be re-
spected will permit the publicatlon within its
limits of the lmpudent doctrine that all laws are
to be considered null and vold and of no effect
if they are not approved by the decrees of the
Romish Chureh. No pretensgions could be more
dangerous, if the power were possessed to make
them good, for the privileges most highly prized
by enlighteéned soclety would be destroyed —
Hberty of worship, freedom of the press, popular
instruction under the direction of municipal
committees, the equality of the clergy
of every grade before the law, the validity of
eivil marriage, and whatever else of good, mod-
ern legislation, without the consent of the
Chureh, has taken the hiberty to give ns. France
and Italy are better plrouuded in the enjoyment
of their rights of this sort, for in the former
country time hns nlready made them the habit
of the people, and here many years of soffering
frem the injustice of the Church hins made the
pulation determined to resist ut all hazards
ts nsurpations. But In Austria the struggle i3
not half over, or but just begnn. The igno-
rauce of the inhabitants in the rural communi-
ties gave the priesta almost absolute control,
1n Italy there is much more of municipal life,

The Loun Adopted by the Cortes—Motlve for
the Mecent Aglintion,

Maipnrip, March 25, — Notwithstanding the
vigorous opposition of the Union Liberals and
the llepublicans to the bill for the sale of the
Treasury bonds, the Cortes have adopted it by
70 against 38, But the Minister made ao im-
portant concession to the opposition. He pro-
mised to present in n few days a bill for the sale
of the mines of Rio Territo, Almaden, and
Torrevie)a by means of a public auetion, whicli
will be announced six months beforehand.

These two lust rosources of Bpain will sullice
to alleviate for a year the burdens of the exche-
quer, but afterwards, if the situation of the
country Is in no wise lmproved, there will be
nothing rewaining but to scll the State woods,
which will feteh about 530,000,000 or 400,000,000
of reals, |

At the bottom of all the political agltation
which is maulfesting itselfl in Madrid, there is
one most important question, never mentioned
In the papers, but which, neveértheless, remaing
no longer a seclol,

The Unlon Liberals, seeiog that the Ropubll-
cons had struck, through Senor Castelar, n
vangerous blow at General Prim and all the
Minletry, in consequence of their hesitation to
give their attention 1o the questions on the oreer
of the duy, theught the opportunity had arrived
for ridding themself of General Prim and his
colléngues, and us the question of the loan fur-
nished them with a favorable ground fer their
maneenyres, the Liberal Union commenced al
once hostilities agninst the Minlstry, with con-
fldent expectations of vietory, and lopes
of taking themselves [the relus of government.
Genernl Prim saw ot once that if the Curlisig
and the Republicans voted with the Liberals
against the bill he would be in danger of seein
Limself forced to retire; consequently, he looke
towards the Radicals, (o whom hé gave the
promise that, 1f they would grant him thelr sup-

wrt, he would break with the Liberals and
Inlrudute all the bllls in suspension since several
months on account of the opposition they had
encountered on the part of the Liberals, whose
sympalby Lo was then suxious to galn, As yet
Lglagma proved no empty promise,

The Cortes will discus shertly the bill on civil
marriages, and on the reglster of the elvil
status, held up till now the priests excla-
sively, The proposed rolerms in the criminnl
and civll codes, aud thosedn the code de proces
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duve, will also be dlscussed. Oneof the firal
tlon will be that on the reforms In the clergy.
Not only will the number of priests bo consid-

and the canons will be reduced onc-third,
which will save about 00,000,000 reals yearly to
the State.

On this eceasion the Republicans will demand
nﬂt‘r’ the complete separation of Church auvd
Sin e,

The Minister of the Colonies has lald before
tht Conneil of Minléters the lolluwln;.l; bllls,
each deputy being requested to read and study
them before expressing his opinion on them;
they will then be discusged in the Corted.

Firstly, a bill concerning the municipalities
of Porto Rico, the mrmdﬂr-gmenruw, and the
civil governors as prefects; secondly, conoern-
ing public order; thirdly, the electoral laws,
including the elections of the municipalities,the
constile-genereuse, the Deputies, and the Sona-
tors; fourthly, concerning the privilegea and
duties of forelgners; and lastly, a bill for the
emancipation of slaves In Porto Rico. This
bill proposes that all megroes Lorn since 20th
September, 1808, shall be free. This will be
one groat step towards the total nbolition of
glavery, which cannot yet be taken into
considerntion, owing to the condition of the
exchequer, but which will probably be eifected
when Cuba has returned its Deputies.

I have it aleo on good authority that the Min-
jster is preparing several ether biils for the colo-
nization of all the Spanish settlements, without
exception, the establishment of the reglsters of
the eivil status, and to transfer the direction of
the cemeteries [rom the hands of the priests to
those of the civil authorlties. Ile will also
shortly Iay before the Council of Ministers o
pian for the total reorganization of the tribu-
pale, and o decree establishing the freedom of
worship in the I'hilippine Islands and at Fer-
nando Po.

The miniater will further introdues reforms
in the method of keeplng accounts in the An-
tilles. In future these aceounts will not be re-
vised by the Council of the Indies, but by a com-
mittee appointed by the Minister of the Colo-
nies,

The debates on all these questions will last
until the middle of July, when the intolerable
heat of Madrid will render it Impossible for the
deputies to purdue their labors In the Corles.
During thie recess the members will study the
bills concerning the organic laws; for the de-
bates upon these lattar will only eommence in
November.

NOVEL CURIOSITY.

Thousands of Women Crowding to Nee an
tlarpse,

The Newark Aduvertiser of last evening gives
an lustration of a singular female character-
istic:—

The feneral of Mre, Marie E, Rose, which took
place from her late residence in Broad street
thls morning, woas the oceasion of an almost
diggraceful exhibition of curiosity on the part
of those who seemed determined (o see, for the
last time, a woman who had possessed more
than ordinary personal beauty, and whose re-
¢ent separation from her husbaund, at an alieged
cost of #2500, had excited very general com-
ment. Other events, connected wich her single
life, bad also given her name considerable
prominence, and the false report that she had
poisoned herself by an overdose of arsenle
taken to beautify her complexion did not de-
tract from the sevsational churacter of her life
and death, The announcement of her death
was made Ly her friends as that of Marie E.
Hesse—her maiden name—while immediatoly
underneath it appeared anotber notice, pre-

ared and paid for Ey her husband or his friends,
n which ehie was spoken of as the “‘wife of J.
Neleon Rose, Jr.” The firet notice informed the
fricnds of deceased that her remains could be
seen af her late residence, No. 841 Broad street,
from 2 to 10 o'clock this morning.

Congequently, before the first mentioned hoor
Liad arrived the late residemce of deceased wis
literally besleged by friends and curious peraons,
and by half-past eight o'clock the throus—
moetly women—had become so great that 1t was
found necessary to summon assistance fromn the
police, in order that the erowd might ba coia-
pelled to term an inward and an ontward lins,
and thue put & stop to the crowding and dis-
graceful jostling which followed the ativimpt of
hundreds to ges through a narrow hell at once.
After Officer Wyman arrived, and ool his
position at the front door, It was {fouud
necessary to forbid ingress 0 all unil
the c¢rowd who had becowe  packed
inside the house could have au opportaniky 1o
pass out. With much diflicully —owing w the
eagerness of the two or three hundred women
outside the door—those inglde were enwbled to
gel out, and them the waltlng threng, which
kept constantly increasing, were perwnitied w
pass in, walk around the corpse, wiiich lay fu an
upper room, and pass il again by the saus
reute they entered, only keepiag to the left and
passing the in-comers on the rigit.  In this way
at least two thousand womean end several hun-
dred men obtained a glimpee of whe coilin and
corpse, and new comer: were suill arriving
when It was found necessnry Lo ¢losg the door
to all.

THE WAR IN WYOMING.

Hoew It Commenced — Genoral Alarm of the
Settlors— Fenrs nod Valn Regrets,

Upon his body are four wounds, thrae cansed
by arrows aud oneé by a bullet, The lad, who
was picked up by n party who bieard his screams,

having been carried te his father's house, and
sald that he believed them to be Arapahoes; and
us the Arapahoes have been encamped In Lhe
Wind River Valley this past winter, and a por-
tion of them having made a friendly visit to this
district, the boy's statement ig doublless correct.
It is hoped the sufferer may recover, but the
case is pronounced doubtful by his father, who
is a practising physician  and surgeon in
Atlantie,

A party of more than thirty Indians was ob-
sorved within a half mile of Atlantie at about
sunrise this morning. Fears are now enter-
tained for the safety of prospectors, who are
now scattered about the hills in almost every
direction. It 18 also feared, but not yet known
for certain, that the horses which have been
herded in Wind River Vulley during the pasg
winter have been driven away. This I8 a month
earlier than the Indlan depredations commeoenced
here last year.

FREOM NEW YOKK.

Exeecatlon of Jock Reynolds,

NEw Yorg, April 8.—S8ylvester Broen, hotter
known as Jack Reyunolds, the murderer of Wil-
linm Townsend, was banged to-day iun the
Tombs Prieon yard, The execution was con-
ducted quietly, and witnessed by about 300
people. Ever since Reynolds realized that there
was no hope for him he ceased to present those
symptoms suppoeed to ludieate insanity, and
made gnitable preparations for death.

He rested well last night, having parted with
his brother, Joseph Breen, and his sistor-in-law.
Breakfast was given him at an early hour, and
he attended mass immediately after, passiug
under the gallows on his way to the chapel
The remaining hiours of the eriminal's ll{e were
spent in his devotions. At 8 o'clock, however,
his counsel called to see him. Reynolds ex-
pressed himsell as ready 10 die, and was very
sorry for what he lhad done, maintaining his
usual composure.

At O o'clock his toilette for the seaftold was
made and the noose placed around his neck. At
sixteen minutes after 9 o'clock the procession
was formed, and the doomed man took up his
march for the scaffold, apparently moved for
the moment by his terrible position. The Under
Bheriff, Joel O. 8tevens, had mercifully arranged
that the religious services at the geaffold should
be short, g0 that after a single proyer with his
spiritnal adviser, Reynolds was permitted to
kles the erucifix wlule kneeling.

A moment after the cap was drawn down,
the rope adjusted, and the condemned was
enddenly lsunched loto eternity. Death did
not occur until seventeen minutes had elapsed,
although the culprit evidently suffered bat
little.

A post-mortem examination will be held this
afternoon to determine whether Reynolds suf-
fered from cerebral disease.
